The 
8d hoc committee could meet on this subject periodically end produce 
new reporte like those which have already been issued. Ve, along with 
Secretary Johnson, look with disfavor on new interdepartmental com- 
mittees and think that the normal day to dey business and free flow of 
dnformation among the IAC agencies can take cere of such situations.
